THE PICTURES OF VWVIL, 
VANDERBILT. 


The Millionaire’s Taste in Purchasing’Paintings to 
Decorate His Walis- The Play of “Deception” 
on the Boards at Wailecks-An Auction 
Scene on the Bowery, Efe.,, Ete,

New Yoru, January 25.—Whoever writes to Wil- 
Mam H. Vanderbilt a request to see his pictures gets 
in anewer, without delsy, a neatly printed card of 
admisien, bearing the millionaire’s autograph,aud 
the statement that it will be good for four adults 
onany Thursday afternoon in this month or next. 
Directions are also given to evter by the mansion’s 
a@ide street doorway. I found this porial exceedingly 

handsome, despite its plainners as compared with 
the main ove around on Filthayenue. Outer doors 
of solid and ornamental bronze, by being 
swung back, formed the sides of the ves 
tibule, the ceiling and floor, of which were com- 
posed of bits of colored stone in intricate mosaic. A 
pressure of my fingerona tiny button doubtless 
rang a bell by electricity, though the quickvess 
with which a map servant came out Sugg«sted that 
the wire was attached to his heels. He was a 
flunkey of the English pattern, except that his liv- 
ery did not include knee-breeches. He wore & 
swallow-tail coatand common-shape pantaioonus 
the cloth of both being maroon in color, while bis 
vest was white ducking, striped with black. The 
door which he opened to me was one of a pair re 
markable for settings of stained glass. He took my 
ticket and put away my hatand overcoat in a 
gmali side-room. I passed at once into the picture 
gallaries. Thereare two of them, adjoining, and 
each is somewhat like fifty by seventy five feet, 
in floor. area, with a height equal 
to two or three stories of an ordinary 
house. The upper two-thirds of the wall space pre- 
sent surfacesof carved wood, embossed leather, 
and devices worked out in metaland pottery. The 
hues of these are dark, the effects massive,and va 
rious curtained openings impart a look like the ar 
chitecture of traditional baronial halls, These dra- 
periesare taken away on occasions of entertainment, 
go as to give views of the galleries from the adjacent 
higher floors. Onthe lower portion of the sides 
hang a hundred and sixty-nine paintings. I had 
heard that most of the people who went ostensitly 
to view them were really intent on satisfying their 
curiosity as to Vanderbilt’s house,and that they 
had to be restrained by rude measures from intrud- 
ing upon the privacy of the  fam- 
ily. About two hundred visitors were present 
during the afternoon I spent there, and 1 did not 
detect once instance of prying audacity. No doubt 
many of them would haveliked to go through the 
entire establishment, but I saw nobody try the 
doors leading into other rooms, though that may 
have been because their common sense told them 
that bolts forbade ingress. They gave attentive 
and apparently critical examination to the pic- 
tures, and altogether I never saw a more polite 
behaved assomblage. Nobody knew how many of 
the seeming guests were rcally watchmen, to pro- 
tect the treasures from wanton injury; but no rail- 
ings kept us off, and there were absolutely no ref 
straints to complete enjoyment of the show. 


Whatever may be the technical judgment o 
artists as to the merits of the collection; it is certain 
that no otherin America is more pleasing to per 
gons of merely general culture—those who may be 
styled amateurs in good taste. The pictures are ail 
modern and chicfly French; the names of the 
paintersinclude every artist of forefgn contem. 
porary fame; the subjects are almost always at- 
tractive to alover of decent beauty, there being no 
examples of horror or repulsiveness,and only two 
nude ‘‘figures,’’ and the evidence is clear that Van- 
derbilt had the distinct purpose, in mabing his 
purchases, of gettiug pleasant art objects rathor 
than merely fine ones. For instance,his Turner is not 
a ridiculous spattering of colors, buta partially clear 
and measurably perfected view of a mystic valley 
full of lounging persons, the title being ‘The 
Fountain of Indolence;”’ his Detaille has to be a 
war piece, of course, but there is no death or 
carnage in it; his Alma Tademas lacked grotesque- 

ie his bouguereau isa woman “‘on the way 
,’’ not after she has disrobed there, There-

* any buyer who deals with the merchants can ever 
be sure that his pictures are what they pretend to 
be. America seems a good ways off of those fel 
lows, and, once a bogus painting has been rent 
across the Atlantic, they natura!ly feel pretty safe 
aboutit. There are two kinds of the swindlers— 
copies of original masterpieces by more or less 
clever forgers, aud entirely new pictures by un 
knownd men, on whose work the names of cele 
brities are put. lao the first instance the poor devils 
of unsuccessful artists work in collusion with un 
principled dealers; in the second, the dealer oper 

tes alone, and scoopsin all the profits. He buys 

up pictures from the smali studios cheap, sorts out 
the best of them, and attaches the names of such 
celebrated painters as the style comes nearest to. 
When the forgeries have got onto the walls of an 
American house there isno further danger, because 
the owner, even if his suspicions are aroused, 
doesn’t feel like exposing the counterfeit or bis 
own greennoss. I had a letter from a friend in 
Paris the other day, saying that there wasa plan op 
foot for an official stamping of genuine pictures-— 
something like the Hall mark on sterlingsilverware 
in England. It would be a good thing.’’ 

*And your own pictures, Mr. Vanrderbilt—have 
you any reason to feel doubtful as toany of them”’

“Not the slightest,’ was the reply. ‘‘Nearly every 


one was personally purchased by me from the artist:

Whether Vanderbilt eot the worth of his money 
in his pictures is a question which their genuine- 
mess does not completely answer. The prices paid 
by him are extravagant, when it is considered that 
the pictures are by living artists. He does not give 
the aggregate cost of his collection, butthe sum 
cannot be less than three millions, Inan incon- 
spicuous cerner isa portraitof himself. The can- 
vas is only teninche: by thirteen. The likeness is 
excellent. The plentifo) small wrinkles in the rich 
man’s face areshown with fidelity, the crowsfeet 
around the little, twinkling eyes are all there in 
minature, and thereis in no respect the slightest 

 $@ealization of the coarse features. Itis the work 
of the highly feshionable Meissonier. How much 
Go you suppose was paid forit? Twenty thousand 
dollars. And no flattery thrown in at that! 

The women who were gazing at Vanderbilt's pic- 
tures wore exceptionally good elothes, and I hsdjat 
command a competentinterpreter of the fashions 
which they displayed. 

*You will please observe,”’ said my informant, 
**that most of the ladies are in street dresses some- 
what elaborate 1—that is, a medium between ordi- 
nary walking costumes and pretentious reception 
toilets, A goo? many of these persons came in car 
riages, as you might have seen by the number of 
yehiciesat the dror; but I can pick out those who 
rode here from those who walked by the differences 
in dress. The former are pretiy sure to put on 
something—a corsage bouquet, a bunch of bright 
gibbon, or a fanciful wrap—to bear wiiness to the

The writer was by this account 
represented as unidentified, but it was hoped ‘that 
the production of his play would bring him to 
light. The truth was that it belongedto Dion 
Boucicault, inso far thatit was an adaptation by 
him from a German original. Boucicault has been 
unsuccessful in his comedy ventures here during 
the past ten years without exeeption. He firmly 
believes that the newspaper critics are down On 
him that their condemnation is the result of spite 
grqwing out of his hot retorts upon their strictures, 
and that they would not underany circumstances 
do him justice. Heisall wrong about that, but 
not the lesssettled inhisconviction. Well in ar- 
ranging with Wallack to bring out ‘‘Deception,’’ he 
stipulated that the authorship should be kepta 
secret until afier the newspaper verdict had been 
pronounced, Although he was in town during the 
rehearsals, he stayed away from the theater, and 
his secret was guarded. Well, the play was bad, 
and the critics said so with perfect impartialily. 
Boucicault will notcome forward asa victorious 
and vindicated claiment. 

Deception continues to have its home in the 
Bowery. The mock auction isin daily operation 
at 386. On my last visit, Icounted nine men as 
open and  pigeon-stooling 5 employes, and 
wondered how the enterprise could possibly be 
remunerative under so much expense. The slow- 
ness and difficulty of swindling was illustrated in 
my presence, The stock consisted of nearly worth- 
less watches, jewelry and kindred wares. The 
auctioneer was glib and loud, and the pretended 
buyers were going carefully through all the mo- 
tions, A woman entered. She was young and 
neat, but plain of face, and ordinary in clothes. 
What she looked like was a thriving mechanic's 
wife or daughter. The entire force of the establish- 
ment was brought to bear upon her, She was 
tried with watches, then with breast-pins, and 
finally with knives, forks and spoons. The cappers 
let her hear them talk of the dirt cheapness of the 
things. and made their show fof, purchases with 
exceeding eagerness. During fifteen lakorious 
minutes the proceeGings were entirely devoted to 
herdespoilment. She pracidly gazed about the 
store, aud atitsinmaies, but did not open her 
mouth to bid. Failing to fool her by the ordinary 
processes, the despairing auctioneer resorted to the 
forlorn hope of boldly knocking a castor down to 
her. 

“Gone to you, madam,”’ he said, “at two dollars, 
Please step to the cashier’s desk and settle.’’ 

“O I didn’t bid,’’ she responded. 

**Don’t miss it—it’s cheap,’’ said a stool-pigeon at 
her side.

COMETS AND METEORS, 


A Talk by Prefcesor Leung Kegarding Some of the 
Vandercrse in Space. 

New York, January 26 —Professor C. A. Young, 
of Princetou college, had atrmall piece of stonein 
his hand when he began fpeaking in Steinway 
hall. “if this stone could tell its history,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I should not need to saya word. Ifit could 
have been announced that the story of 
this stoue would have beentold here to-night by 
imclf the hall would have been crowded, even 


though the weather had been bad asitis.’’ It was 
a piece of meteor which fell in South India. 

in the course of his lecture Professor Yuung seid 
that meteors enter the earth's atmosphere with ve 
lucities of from twenty to fifty times that of a 
cannon ball, aid the wonder is that, considering 
the intense heat which is produced, they are not 
wholly consumed before stigking the earth. The 
one which fell bringing ice ith it, in India in 
i660, he said, brought with it something of the 
temperature of outer space, which may be 200 or 
300 Gegrees below zero. He spoke of the theory 
that meteors are fragments which were cast up by 
of the earth and moon when 
those planeis were young, and which remain be- 
youd the Jimit of thuse bodies’ attraction for ages 
before bri.g aguia drawn back tothe earth. Pro- 
fessor Yuuug did not believe that tpnis theory was 
ihe true one. Some of the meteors, he Said, migh* 
have come from thesun or planets. The reason for 


gen gaS in them, It bes been estimated thatmany 
millions of meteors come into the earta’s atmos 
phere every day. Theprobability is that there is 
a meteor every 200 or 300 miles.in space. 

Profestor Youug said that there was a sort of re 
laiiouship betweeu meteors and comets. In five 
instances flocks of meteors have been found tagging 
alovg behiud comets. Just what the connection is 
has uot been determined. [t was Mr. Proctor who 
styled comets ‘*the scandal of the astronomers.’’ 
Yet in some respects, the jecturer said, Comets were 
the a-trovomer’s triumph. Astronomers had done 
some of their best work in determining the periods 
of comets, 

The comet now visible, Professor Young said. 
was one of the captive comets, it having been 
brovght into its present orbit by the influence of 
the pianet Neptune. It is the comet of 1812.

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THE FEDERAL CAPITAL. 


THE WORK MAPPED OUT FOR THE 
COMING YEAR. 


A Fierce Partisan Debate to Take Place Over the 
Sherman RKResolution—The Lamar-Edmunds 
Incident of the Exeeutive Session—Ad- 
ministra'ive Reforms Demanded 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—There is a prospect [a 
a fierce partisan debate in uhesenate. A day or two 
ago John Sherman intoduced ajres lution ostensibly 
designed to pave the way for information about the 
recent political difficulties in Daaviile, Virginia, 
and in Missis:ippi, which resulted in bloodshed. 
The real obj+ct of the resolution, however, was to 
get the subject before the senate, so thatthe key 
note of the campaign next fallcould be set. Sher- 
man, E4munds, Hoar,and some others on the re- 
publican side will speak to the resolution, and 
there are several democratic senators who 
propose (0 say SsometLing. It has been 
evident for some time that the republicans 
expec'ed to wave the bloody shirt, and to make the 
most of the Danville and Mississippi affairs. At the 
receut mecting of the republican congressional 
committee, Senator Hoar rung the changes on that 
scheme, and istimated that something would oc- 
cur in the senate soon that would give the cue to 
the party throughout the country. Mr. Hoar re- 
ferred to this Sherman resolution. Some of the 
southern senators are very glad of theopportunity 
of meetingthe issue. They propose to arraign the 
government for administrative corruption and sec- 
tionalsim, and for nursing a state of things in Vir- 
ginia and Mississippi that made collision between 
the whites and blacks inevitabie. Seuator Lamer 
desires, if he is well enough, to speak on this mat 
ter, and if he does he will amplify the views set 
forthin the foliowiag letter to the Commonwealth 
clubof Philadelphia: 

‘The majority of the people of the union, as I fully 
believe, would gladly return to the wise and con- 
servative methous of the fathers, but they have 
notsucceeded in dislodging from the possession of 
the national government the party which regards a 
large body of ourcitizens as proper objects of sus- 
picion, deuunciation, repression and a disfranchise- 
meut none the less sweeping because it is not em- 
bodied in statutes. Measures are now pending in 
congress involving federal usurpation more alarm- 
ing and assaults upon the autenomy of th@states 
more fatal than any yet decided by the supreme 
court to be violative of the consti'ution. The par- 
amount issue before the country is st:ll the reform 
of the national government from its sectional usur- 
pation and cerruption The great waut of the 
country is peace and administrative reform. 
Yo accomplish this great end of administrative 
reform, all true democrats and all patriots, whether 
of democratic or republican autecedeuts, who are 
willing to co-operate, should, whatever may be 
their differences on other questions, unite to elect 
a democratic president. Tne union of the democ- 
racy for the good of the union is the first step to 
a crowning victory that Will inaugurate an admin- 
istration under which local self-government, a free 
and harmonious play of economic forces, the just 
rights of states and individuals of labor and of cap 
ital, will be secured, aud, at the same time, the 
American republic snall have opened toit a career 
of grandeur and beneficence transcending even the 
glories of the past,”’ ) 

It will be observed from this letter that Mr, La 
mar thinks the question of a:iministrative reform, 
and not the tariff, isthe paramount issue before 
the country to-day. 

AN OLD INCIDENT RECALLED, 

Said an ex-senator to a correspondent this even- 
ing: ‘I see that Lamar and Edmunds have man- 
aged toget up a row over the confirmation of Emory 
Speer, of Georgia. Lamar isa curious individual 
and fuil of grit, but he is too apt to construe the 
language ofa political adversary into a personal 
affront; just like rayard in thar respect. If any 
Que charges the democratic party with wrovg or 
doubie-dealiug, Bayard gets up and lays nis 
hana on his beart, and produces 
his individual stock of honor, under the im 
pression that some one had assailea or denied it 
So far as 1 can recall, this is the first time auy sen- 
ator has foresworn persoual relations with Mr. id 
munds because of the acrimoniesof debate. Before 
Conkling left the senate he had several hot encoun 
ters, one: f them being with Lamarand the other 
with Gordon; but his manner was uubearably of- 
fensive when he tried himself. Ou another oCcasion 
heand Bayard engaged in controversy, wWoeu per- 
sovali ies were exchanged. All these named were 
members of the judiciary commitiee, except Gor- 
don, and for moutds the meetiugs were Conducted 
witbout any personal recognition of Conkiing by 
Bayard and Lamar, ‘‘They never spoke as they 
passed by.’’ lt wasin the word-fignt between Conk- 
ling aud Gordon thatthe most serieus results were 
feared. Gordon has no fear of powder and bullets, 
aud Conkling was not charged with any lack cf per- 
sonal courage. The merits of the controversy were 
finally referred for a peaceful setuement to Mr. 
Hamlin.as Couklinug’s friend, Geueral 
Rausom, as Gordon’s friend, and Sena 
tor MeDonald selected by the o.her 
two. Neither Hamiinu nor McDonald could tella 
toy pistoi from astomach pump, while Ransom was 
one of the m. st accomplished codists of the coun- 
try. He de-ired an amicable settlement of course, 
and after detailing the laws of the code to his 
brother referees the, conclusion was reached thst 
the offensive words must be retracted in the order 
uttered, and matters were fiually adjusted ou this 
Touchstone principle, 

In the pres nt case Lamar has simply served no- 
tice that personal relations must cease, and Mr, 
Edmunds has no opportunity to retortin kind. In 
the other instances where trouble was feared, the 
lie had passed direct.

street. Some people migntenvy Arthur, but hisin 
cumbency of the white house was ouo as remote as 
possible from satisfaction and comfort, and when 
he lefi ithe would be very apt to leave it without 
credit orhonor. The office of, presicent, he said, 
was surrounded with so much that was difficult, so 
much that was unpleasant,so much thut was un- 
satisfying, that befure long instead ot menof high 
character and statesmanship seeking for it wwe 
trouble would be to induce them to accept. ‘No,’’ 
said hein conclusion, ‘people may believe it or 
not, just as they please, but there is and can be no 
possible contingency which would iaduce me to 
think for ouemoment of taking the office.’’

ROWELL’S UNFAITHFUL WIFE. 


The Siory of a Woman's Crime Toldin the Court- 
rocm. 

BATAVIA, N, Y., January 26 —The trial of Rowell 
for shooting Lynch was resumed to-day, and 
Palmer, the former partner and friend of Rowell, 
continued his testimony. He said that while he 
and Rowell were arranging to find Mrs. Rowei] 
and Lynch in a compromising position, he (the 
witness) told Rowell that if Lyach was found in 
the house under peculiar circumstances he would 
be a serious Customer, as he was a large, muscu- 
lar man, and might, if detected, crush Rowell or 
throw him out ofthe wiudow without stopping to 
openit. He advised him to provide himself with 
some pepper, and if he could succeed iu throwing 
it into Lynch’s eyes he would have him compietely 
at his mercy. He offered to procure the services of 
Oriaudy Bivdgett, James Kuickervocker, au ama- 
veur wrestler, and Charles Volet to assist, and Row- 
ellagreed. 

He suid: ‘‘Il suggested that Roweil conceal him- 
self in tne celiar aud wear ruvoers so as ndt to be 
heard; that he could let us ia, aud oue of us could 
rush in and grab Lynch’sclothes and send them 
to him by express, Rowell said ‘+ would be a goud 
joke to Send different articles to different places as 
witnesses. We cuuld send nis money ana jewelry 
to nis mother, his pauts to the Utica Herald. his 
coat to the Utica Ooserver, his vest to the Utica 
Press, and bis suoes w the U.iica Saturday Globe, 
and an account of the meeting of Lynch at the 
house would probably be published in the Batavia 
papers and a copy of the paper could be seut with 
each packuage.”’ 

Paimer, in bis cross examination, testified thas 
Rowell made a slungsbot at his suggestion and 
according to his directions, telling him he should 
be well fixed to meet Lyneh, He proposed ihat if 
Rowell saw his wile go away he shouid follow her, 
and sy secure an accurate kKuowledge of her cen- 
duct to obtaina divorce. He was anxious to see 
the truth of his statements substantiated, because 
he bad been forced into this pusition by the atti- 
tude of Rowelland his wife. He thought kowell 
doubted him and Mrs. Roweil wouid 
strenuously deny the truth. Kowell had 
great faith in his wife untilafter he had been to 
Rochester to search the register. On one or two 
occasions Witness feared that Rowe'l had aban 
doned the matter altogether. He was devoted to 
his wife and cheerful vefore Palmer’s disclosures 
Then he became despondent, depressed, irritaole, 
impatient, forgetful, absent-minded, unmethodical 
aud hurried iu his busiuess matiers. Witness toid 
him heshould get a divorce, aud after a year 
or two separation meet a lovable woman 
and marry her. No doubt there were ocva- 
sions when he was impressed wiih the belief that 
Rowell was becoming insane. Inthe presence of 
his (witness’) wife, he (witness) took little familiatr- 
ities with Mrs. Rowell which she resented. He 
said to her that he hoped she was not any more 
iutimate With auy other mano than with him, she 
replied that she was not except with Lyucn. Wiit- 
ness accepted this Hs a su bstan- 
tialadmissionu of adultery. Embracing and kissing 
her was as far as cver witness weit with her. 

Mrs. Kowell, in an interview in a Batavia paper, 
bitterly denounces Palmer as the auibuor of ail her 
trouble aud charges as the motive a desire for re- 
venge because he could not gain possession of her. 
She does not underwke to ex euuate her siu; she 
knows and feels thatshe did her husbansd a great 
wrong and Goud knows she issorry.

A Prison on fire. 

MINNEAPOLIS, January 26.—A firc broke out in 
the state prison at Siillwater at 11:45 o’clock last 
night. andin s ite of every effortall the builiags 
were destroyed. The prisoners,including the Young- 
er brothers, were taken out and placed under strong 
guard in the yard. The loss is probably $500,000 
The fre was first di scovered by a pedestrian, who, 
failing to attract attention of the prison guards, 
ran Guwn towu and turnedin healarm It caught 
under the main office of the car com ,any, aud 
when the fire dQGepartment arrived it was 
im pessibie to do auy active work on 
accouut ofthe dense smoke.

About 330 in all were 
shackled together by means of long fire Chains and 
removed to different points in the prison grouuds 
The fire spread with remarkable rapidity, and 
starting at the east end of the prisoa soon reached 
the wurden’s oflice, and it then spread to tne 
offices of the Northwestern carcompauy. The en- 
tire front part of the buiding was a mass of flames. 
From the office of the car company the fire spread 
to the kitchen and eating room of the prisou ad- 
joiniog, in which ihe chapel is situated.

waiter prison, belonged to the state and was partially 
insured.

Foreign Through Travel.

The Alma and Little Reck. 

From the Charlot:e Observer. 

The Almaand Little Rock railroadis in North 
Carolina, but not ten of our people out of a bun- 
dred, we venture to say, know of its existence. An 
official of the Carolina Central company, last Mon- 
day received a letter from an officer of the Western 
North Carolina road inquiring: “Where is the 
Almaand Little rock railroad? Ittaps your line 
somewhere, but 1 can’t find it on the guide.’’ The 
railroad ia qnestion taps the Carolina Central rail- 
road near Laurinburg and runs across to Al- 
fordsville in South Carolina. It is a rail- 


road owned by two men, Messrs. Wilkinson and 
Fore, and has n in operation nearly two years, 
It was first started as a tramway for the transporta- 
tion of logs, Messrs. Wilkinson and Fore being 
owners of extensive lumber mills, but after work- 
ing itawhile, they formed the idea of converting 
it into a real railroad. They bought enough iron 
rails to lay the track from Alma to Alfe dsville, 
boughta locomoive, mail, passenger and box 
car, hired ore of the Carolina Central's 

best engineers esides one of its 
best * ticket agents, and have ever since 
been running their railroad just like any other rail- 
road isrun. They doa big ousiness, their fieights 
being made up largely of cotton and lumber. while 
their passenger traflic is considerable They have 
no regular schedules, but make trips whenever 
freight and passeng*s demand it The track is the 
same width as the Carolina Central, enabling it to 
swap cars. Fora backwoods railroad, its business is 
wonderful, the Carolina Central trains frequently 
leaving ten or fifteen cars side-tracked at Alma forit 
and sometimes pulling a leng train of Alma and 
Little R ck cars loaded with freight into Wilming- 
ton. The totallengrth ofthe roadis ouly twelve 
miles, but it runs through a flourishing country. 
Th» owners are exteuding their road little by little 
into South Carolina, and hope to eventually strike 
an important conneeting point in that state. They 
are enterprising meu and oesides owning bis rail- 
road, they operate oae of ha largest aid Mon 

prosperous lumber mi'lsin the southern states. 


The Carelina, Cumberiand Gap and 
. Chicage. 

CHARLESTON, S&S. C., January 23.—Ex-Governor 
Hagood, of South Carolina, president of the Caro- 
lina, Cumberland Gap and Chicago railroad com- 
pany, has been interviewed as to the prospects of 
this great enterprise, and is hopeful that arrange- 
ments will be made by which it can be completed. 
This road has been surveyed along its entire pro- 
posed route, which extends from Aiken, 8. C., to 
Loudon. Ky., a distan ce of more tban 400 miles in 
almost an air-line. In 1882 the company was 
formed by the consolidation of the five inde- 
pendent railroad corporations in the state® 
of South and North Carolina, Tennessee, and Ken- 


tucky, the franchises granted to each of thea five 
companies being transferred to the consolidated 
company. The stockholders of the consolidated 
railway are the stockholders of the origiual compa 

nies. A méejority of the stock is held in south Car- 
}olina, has been nearly ali paid up, and has been 
expended in surveys and covstruc'ion in this state 

Of the 125 miles of the touth Carolina divi-ion o 
the railway fifty miles are graded. When the con 

solidaiiuon was effected a contract was made with 
the Atlantic and Northwestern construction com- 
pany of New Jersey for the building and equip- 
ment of the entire line from Aiken to London, 
Ky., the coustruction company to be paid iu bonds 
of the railway company. But it was stipulated by 
the construction Company that it should not be 
compelled to commence work until a con- 
tract was made forthe sale of the bondsof the 
railway Company, the construction of the rail 

way thus beiug rnadeto depend entirely upon the 
prior negotiation of the sale of its ponds, and that 
ibe proceeds of sucn sales were solely relied upon 
forthe further prosecution of the enterprise. A 
tinancial agent was appointed and sent to fugland, 
where he is now trying to negotiate the bonds of 
the company, In spite of the depressed condition 
of railroad securities he has succeeded in attracting 
the atiention of capitalists who are able to float the 
bonds of the road,and who wiil take hoid of the 
enterprise a8 s00n as there isa reaction in railway 
matters. Thecompany have determined to raise 
money euough to finish the grading and 
to trestle and crosstie the road from Aiken to the 
mountains by securing the subscriptions of towns, 
Lowuships, aud counties interested in the road to 
the capital stock of thecompanvy. These subdecrip- 
tious will be made bya popular vote and will be 
collected by special taxation. The road when com- 
pleted will bring Chicago 170 miles nearer to 
Charleston than any other route, and will open up 
one of the richest agricuitural, mineral and manu- 
facturing sections of country in the soutn.

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THE BiG ISSUE. 

A correspondent wants to know what is 
the most important issue before the country 
and before the democratic party.

THE ELECTORAL VOTE AND THE PRESI- 
DENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

Two bills introduced and argued by Senator 
Hoar in relation to the presidency, have 
passed the senate, and are before the house. 
The two bills were voted for without regard 
to party lines, and taken together they seem 
to fill a want that has certainly been felt since 
the creation of the electoral .commission in 
1876. No legislation has been perfected on 
this subject, and to-day there is no well-de- 
fined manner of settling a disputed election, 
or of determining which of two returnsfrom a 
state isthe true one. Westand, in other words, 
just where we did before the Hay ss~Tilden 
contest. The bill in relation to the count of 
the elecieral vote adopted by the senate pro- 
vides that the electors shall meet on the sec- 
ond Monday in January, and that each state 
shall, at least six days before the electors’ 
meeting, decide any controversy or contest 
over the choice of electors. On the second 
Wednesday in February succeeding the meet- 
ing of the electors, congress shall begin to 
count the votes. Objections to the counting 
of any certificate must be in writing, and it 
requires the affirmative vote of both 
house to reject a vote. Where 
there is more than one return 
from a state those certificates shall be counted 
which were declared regular by the proper 
state tribunal. In case of a dispute coming 
up from a state as to which of two or more re- 
turns is legal, that return shall be counted 
which shall be approved by a vote of the two 
houses, acting separately. This bill has now 
passed the senate twice, and the house can 
scarcely claim that it has no time to give to 
its consideration. 

The other bill of the Massachusetts senator 
relates to the presidential succession after the 
vice-president. Instead of the president of the 
senate and the speaker of the house, it places 
the cabinet, beginning with the secretary of 
line of succession, until a 
Itis claimed that 


the state, in the 
new election can be held. 
such a temporary succession would be more 
satisfactory as well as more certain than the 
present plan. There would probably be no

| LIFE AT TH# HEALTH RESORT OF 


ARKANSAS. 


S A City Without Natives—The Changeable Popula- 


tion—The Rough Aspect of Affaire and the 
Absence of the Haudkerchief-The Ex- 
tortion Practiced on Visitors. 


From the New York Times. 


Hor Sreines, Ark., Januery 5.—This isa 


town witbout any natives. Seme people have 
lived here four years, some five years, and a 


very few as long as six years.

In the short time that I have been 
here the faces in the streets have changed al- 
most entirely. One set of invalids have come 


end gone, and another set have taken their 


wig 
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places. Some have gone home well, some 
much improved, some worse than when they 
came, and some in coffins. One can go down 
to the depot almost any day and see one or 
two coflias put aboard the train, and then go 
into the passenger room and meet men who 
came here in wheeler chairs and are going 
away cured, Such extremes as this are to be 


met here everywhere, and all the time. The 
place isso remote invalids do not usuelly 
come here till all things else have failed. Bo 
the wonder is not that there should be some 
deaths, but that there are nota great many 
more. Nowhere in this country are there so 
many invalids gathered together. Six or 
geven thousand of them come and go every 
year. Besides these it is safe to say that of 
the 6,000 residents 3.000 are invalids, who 
have settled bere and youve into business so as 
to be near the baths. Storekeepers, owners 
of peanut stands, waiters, poriers, even doc- 
tors, settle here on account of their health, 
and help swell the population. Many of 
them think Hot Springs the greatest and 
grandest place in the world; others regard it 
asaprison house, and say that if eaven 
youchsafes them a speedy deliverence they 
will promise to never to come again. My 
Own opinion of the town is different from 
that of most people. Some visitors don't like 
the society; others don’t like the hotels ;some 
are sO Unreasonable as to object tothe pre 
nderance of cowbvysin the streets; some 
ook with dread upon the gambling houses. 
My only cause of complaint isthe utter ab- 
gence of the pocket-bandkerchief 1 doubt 
whether there are any for sale in the stores. 
Beyond a few brought down by the visitors 
from the east, there certainly are none in the 
place. No Arkansaw man would do so femi- 
nine a thing as usea handkerchief. I don’t 
think I have seen one used here, and doubt 
whether most of the people know what they 
‘are for. The old saying hat ‘fingers were 
made before toiks’’ 1s here changed into 
“fingers were wade tefore handkerchiefs.”’ 
Bu' if you want toc: me to Hot Springs the 
only way istoxshut yvur eyes to all such 
things and let the baihsand the doctors do 
their work for you. 
If you will star: at the station with me and 
walk up as farasthe Avenue hotel, 1 wiil 
oint out to you the objects of interest. This 
ittle wooden shanty to the left, on the bank 
of the stream, is the police station. Turning 
tne first corner to the right, we are in the 
main street, lined with stores on both sides 
What is all this crowd of roughs and _ idlers, 
youask? These are Visitors, patients, Do 
you say they look like tramps? You are 
right, they de, and some of them are. Others 
are cowboys, ranchers, farmers’ boys, aod the 
offscouriugs of western towns. This lower 
end of the town is the ronzgh end, and most 
of the rough element conyregates in it. Do 
not step on that pile of rags; there is part ofa 
man concealed somewhere in it. Merely be- 
cause he has no feet, Only one leg, and half of 
one urni is no reason why you should step on 
him. This large brick biock contains the post 
“uce, The two-story wooden building inthe 
middle of the streetisthe city hall. No, it 
does not always stand there. Just now itis 
in process of removal from one mide of the 
street to tbe other. Do not be alarmed at the 
ferucious appearance of ail these roughs we 
meet, for they are harmiess. And you may 
as weil make up your mind not to be frighten- 
ed at any of che stories of shooting and mur- 
der you bear; for the Arkansaw style of 
homicide is to go up bebind a man and shoot 
him before he has a chance to defend himself, 
{ enly know the particulars of three little 
affrays, but if you will sitdown in front of 
this hotel, on one of these chairs standing on 
the sidewalk, I will tell you about them. 
Number one was an editor. He printed 
something in his paper that displeased some 
body. Four men, armed with big clubs, at- 
tacked him in the street, knocked him into 
the cutter, and pounded him to death, Never 
ished. 


Numoer two was a doctor. Rumors say he 
was aqguack doctor, but I never saw him, 
and do not know what kindof a doctor ke 
was. A Texan, an old man, went to him for 
advice, paid him a big fee in advance, and 
was injured instead of cured, The Texan's 
gon came to Hot Springs, visited the doctor 
with a shot gun, and shot him dead. Out on

There is 
not a piece of meat on one as big asa trade 
dollar, and the littie shreds of breast and leg 
are tough as leather. Game suppers sound 
well on paper, but they are unsatistactory. I 
would ratber bave one chicken than a bushel 
of quaijls—rather a tender porterhouse steak 
than alithe game in Arkansaw. You will 
not be surprised, of course, at the number of 
drug stores along the street. I started out 
once to count them on my fingers, but the 
fingers ran out before [ was balf way up the 
street. If a man could by any possibillry 
throw a stone in Hot Springs without hitting 
4 doctor be would besure to break the win- 
dow of adrug store. Here at the Arlingion 
hotel the street makes a little curve, :unning 
up past the Opera house, a neat little theater 
and so straight on up till it ends at the foot of 
a mountain, then branching out to the right 
and tbe left, and extending a mile or more In 
each direction. Tben, in every way you can 
imagine , north, south, east, and west, and 
in ail the possible angles between these pulnts, 
smaller sireets run, in which are the dwelling 
houses, all builtof wood, some of them ex- 
pensive, some very cheap, and none with any 
very distinctive. features, except that it is 
customary to build a tine house, spend a few 
hundred dollars in ginger bread work about 
the cornices and piazzas, and leave the front 
yard in a state of nature, which here means a 
state of rocks and dead grass and tall bushes. 
Nine houses out of every ten in the town take 
either boarders or lodgers, when they can get 
them, Wherever you go you see the sig 
staring you in the face: 


This invariably means that the building is 
a lodging house, and that lodgers are urgently 
needed; but the announcement Of ‘a’ vaca- 
cant room gives it rather an air of there being 
a constant brisk demand for places and of one 
of the rooms just happening, by great good 
fortune, to be vacant, [his ‘vacant roum”’ 
busivess is carried to such an excess that 't is 
a standing juke. People try to find lodgers 
for rooms in sheds, outhouses, and garrets. 
[here wasa big stove standing for several 
days on the edge of the sidewalk in front of 
one of the saloons, labled ‘'for saie.’’ One 
night the ‘fur sale’ sign disappeared and in 
the morning the rusty old stove rejviced in 
the announcement, ‘‘a vacant rvom!’’ Some 
joker had stolen a lodging house sign and 
huuog it over the stove pipe. The juke was so 
very pat, ¢verybody saw it at once and there 
was a crowd around the stove ali the morn- 
ing. 

I doubt whether there is any place of its 
size in the world where more curivus things 
are to be seen. The hot springs, of cuurse, 
are most curious Of all; bu. there are many 
others. Forinstanpce: You go down to the 
railway siation and find a neat brick depot, 
perhaps as tinue and modern a building of the 
kind asthereis in the whole south. You 
waik 50 yards away frum it and you. come 
upon aiog sbanty, perhaps 12 or 15 feet 
equare, With no dvor in tie walls, and with a 
rickety verandah somehow growing out of the 
rool. You wotice thata littie bit of a win- 
dow, not more than a toot square, in the 
front wall is protected with iron bars. This 
leads yoa to make inquiries about the buiid 
ing, and you learn that it is the Gariand 
county jail. Curiosity induces youto walk 
around the corner of the hut to the foot of a 
shaky wooden stairway, by which you climb 
to the verandab, where sits the jailer.,He in- 
Viles you to enter a garret room in 
which you cen just s and upright, 
raises a trap in the floor, and 
shows you the fuur or five prisoners confined 
beneata. When a new prisoner is brougut a 
ladder is lowered, the prisoner climbs down, 
the jadder is withdrawn, and the trap is tast- 
ened down again. In this hole the county 
prisoners are kept until the county ‘Judge’ 
rides over on his mule and opens the county 
court, The prisoners, wuen Lbe trap is open- 
ed, look up and gibe the jailerand bis visi- 
tors, ask for wobacco, crack jukes about the 
weather, and m*ke as muci capital as they 
can out of this break in the monotony. I 
have walked past this jail about a thousand 
times, and never once without thinking of 
the Mungo! lartars; because the old Mitchell’s 
geugraphy | used tustudy (a year or two ago) 
started off witu the peeple of the earth are 
divided into savage, barbarous or semi-civil- 
ized, and civilized. The Mongol! Tartars were 
given as examples of the semi-civilized. 

You go 500 yards in the other direction 
from the depot and you come to the old sta- 
tion. Immediately behind this is a high and 
very steep hill. Visit it aimost any pleasant 
afternoon and you will seea dozen youngsters 
climbing the bill, dragging small sleds after 
them, just as our northera boys do after a 
snow storm. These boys seat themselves on 
their sleds and come down the hill ‘ike light- 
ning, although tbe ground is perfectly bare. 
The soil is full of soapstone, or some other 
slippery rock, and the boys have a sport that 
many & New York lad has wished for—the 
fun of riding down hillin the summer time. 
You go a little further out and you come to 
eabins where poor people live, both white and 
black. You know what poverty is when you 
enter one of them, and see that the only fur- 
niture is a bundie v/ rags for a bed, and the 
Only food such scraps as can be begged from 
the hotels. | saw a pretty littie colored shaver 
in one of these shanties, one day, munching 
a piece of dry bread as if he enjoyed it. He 
let a bit of it fall in the ashes, and his ‘“‘mam- 
my,’’ Who saton an inverted pail before the 
open fire, hunting it up for him saying, ‘‘Gvod 
Lawd, houey, don’ waste yer floor bread. 
"Taint offen yer gets ii!’ You will often sit 
down and taik for ten minutes with any male 
person in Garland county without the conver- 
sation ruuning into knives and pistols and 
fights and the gentleman telling you whom 
he has “licked,”’ or whom he is going to 
“lick,’’ or why he hasn’t “licked” him, or 
why he would liketo ‘lick’? bim. But you 
need not mind this, because it is all talk. 
When two nren really do hare a fight, even 
in the way I have described, it makes a great 
excitement and people talk about it for 
weeks. 

The waters I believe to be fully equal to 
the best that is claimed for them.

WA NING IN ADVANCE.

NEW YORK, January 26.—Speculation on the 
stock exchange opened quiet. In the first sales 
prices declined \% to % per cent for the general list, 
but for Northern Pacific preferred, Gregon Trans- 
continentai‘and Oregon Navigation it, however, 
opened 144 per cent higher and fell off 14%. Before 
the first call the decline was recovered, and at noon 
the market was stroug with Lake Shore asthe fea- 
ture, that stock having sold upto 964. After mid- 
day a sharp raid was made on Canada Pacific, the 
price being forced down 2% per cent. Northern 
Pacifics was also attacked heavy, common falling 
off 1% per cent, preferred 14%; Oregon Transconti- 
nental 1 and Oregou Navigation 24. Tbe decline 
in other active shares was uuimportant. In the 
afternoon thte market gradually hardened until the 
last hour of business, when great activity prevailed 
and large blocks of all the leading stocks changed 
hands at rapidly advancing prices. This change iu 
the temper touk the bears com 
pletely by surprise, aud the market was cousider- 
ably higaer before they could buy many stocks to 
cover. The advance from the lowest point of the 
day ranged from ‘4 to 34% percent, outside of Ore- 
gou Navigation which «ose 7%. Northera Pacific 
advanced 254 percent, Northern Pacific preferred 
8, Oregon Transcoutinental34, Canada Southeru 
l. Ovntral Pacific 14%, Northwest 1’4, Northwest 
preferred 244,5t. Paui 2, Lackawanna 14, 
Shore 134, Missouri Pacific 1%, Kansas and Texas 
124, Pacific Mail 2%, Manituba %4, Omaha 14, 
Umaha preferred 1%, Union Pacific 1%, Wabash 
preferred 1% Western Union 14. The heavy buy- 
ing movement during tae afternoon was due to 
dispatches from the west that the representatives 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, St. Paul, 
Union Pacific and Rock island at a private confer- 
ence held in Chicag» last night had practically set- 
tled all questions in dispute, and also that the pas- 
senger aud freight waron Utah business had been 
terminated and that the rates would be restored on 
Mouday. These advices imparted a buoyant tone 
tospeculation and gave great confidence to the 
bull account The sharp rise in stocks of the 
Northern Pacific system was due tothe announce- 
ment that the Oregon Transcoutinental company 
had completed arrangements for ali the money it 
needed, some prominent railroad capitalists and 
bankers having agreed to furnish the same, After 
receiving this financial aid the Oregon Transconti- 
nental company this afternoon offered to take upa 
number of its loans, which are with Germans, but 
the parties are lurgely on the bear side, and rumor 
has it have sold the securities lodged with them by 
the Oregon Transcontinental company as collateral 
for money loaned. In this wayitis believed that 
an enormousshort interest has been entrapped, 
which may have au important bearing on the 
market next week, Pacific Mail advanced on the 
reports of the dividend shortly to be deelared, 
Every stock on the list shows an advance. Com- 
pared with the clesiug quotations of yesterday Ore- 
gan Navigation isup5', per cent; Oregon Im- 
provement 3%; Oregon Transcontinental 2%: 
Northern Pacific preferred 1%; Lake Shore and 
Union Pacific 14; Missouri Pacific and Kansas 
and Texas 144; Louisville and Nashville, 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and St. Paul 1%;
